Go on Strike for Higher 
Bodies Are Arrayed. 
Them. 


New Orleans, La., October 4.—The im-| 
mense cotton shipping business of this. 
port was tied up at 6 o’clock tonight | 
by the strike of 8,000 members of the | 
dock and cotton handlers’ unions. The 
cotton loaders have arrayed against 
them all the business exchanges of New 
Orleans,.which have declared that the 
commercial life of the port depends 
upon the outcome of this strike. 

Levee strikes here have alweys been 
serious. From 10,000 to 12,000 men 
will probably be involved in this one, 
because the railroad freight handlers 
have served notice that they will not 
work with non-unfon men at the docks. 
Probably over half of the strikers are 
negroes. : 

The immediate cause of the strike was 
the refusal of 1,200 screwmen, whose 
work {s.to pack e¢otton into the holds 
of the vessels, to load more than 160 
bales per day, working in gangs of five. 


Steamship agenis demanded that 200 
bales be stored and partly as a test of 
what can be done in loading cotton, 
they had the crews of steamers. load 
as many as 250 bales per day. 

As one result of the test, the existence 
of the Screwmen's Union has been made 
an issue. Steamship agents claim that 
what with improvements in methods of 
packing cotton into bales, the trade of 
the expert screwmen has vanished and 
that the screwmen of today are wn- 
skilled labor. Their pay is nearly twice 
that of other dock laborers, ranging 
from $5 to $6 per day with $6 and $7 
demand, 

The present strike has been prepar'ng 
for months and was precipitated a week 
ago when the commercial interests of 
New Orleans assured the s‘eamstip 
agents they. would stand. by .them. Ar-

Roosevelt to Call a Convention of Governors and

Memphis, Tenn. October 4.—President 
Roosevelt, in. his speech here today, an- 
nounced that he would call a conven- 
tion, to be held in Washington, January 
3 next, to advocate the preservation and 
conservation of the national resources 
of the country, including coal, water 
power, ofl, etc, ‘ 

The fact» that~such—e-call -would be 
issued was noiseq yesterday on some 
of the boats accompanying the Missis- 
sifpi on her voyage down the river. It 
had been under consideration for some 
time by the members of the inland w2- 
terways commission, and the _ detai'‘s 
were presented by the members of that 
pody to the president at a luncheon given 
him on the commission boat, Colonel 
MacKenzie, and the sixteen governors on 
the Alton were taken into the commis- 
sion’s confidence when that body. went 
aboard that vessel after dinner to pre- 
sent the matter to them. A. meeting 
was organized on the main deck of the 
Alten, over which Governor Folk pre- 
sided, and at which it was soon made 
evident that a determined effort would 
be made to secure an indorsement of the 
project in advance: of action by the pres- 
ident. Statements in explanation of the 
commission’s plans were made by Chalr- 
man Burton, Senator Newlands, Dr. Mc- 
Gee, Mr. Pinchot and other members of 
the commission, from which it appeared 
that they desired to have the proposed 
convention follow the river and harbor 
conference to be held in Washington in 
December and to have it devoted large- 
ly to other than navigation matters. 

Opposition Develops. 

Responses were made by practically 
all the governors present, and from 
being first approving in their nature, 
they developed into such opposition that 
a resolution of commendation which had 
been offered by .Governor Chamberlain, 
when the meeting was called to order at 
8 o'clock, was withdrawn by him just 
before it adjourned, shortly after 10. 
All the speakers except Governor Brooks, 
of Wyoming, announceg approval of.the 
idea of.a convention,. but. the general 
expression was opposed to an expression 
of opinion previous to the Memphis con- 
‘vention which might be construed into 
an effort to display the deep water mat- 
ter as the question:of paramount im- 
portance. This thought wes firs; voiced 
by Governor Blanchard of Louisiana, and 
the opposition sentiment developed ‘so 
rapidly that. by the time the meeting

He said with emphasis that he was 
as much the president of the South as 
of the north and was devoted to its in- 
terests, He said he was half a southern- 
er and when he told of two or three of 
his uncles having worn the gray he Wag 
tremendously applauded.

The national govern:nent should 
undertake this work.

Testifies in Oil Case, 
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CRUSHING INDEPENDENTS 


Small Concerns Were Forced to Sell 
Refined Oil at Less Than the Cost 
ef Crude Oil—Tilford Also 
Placed on the Stand. 


New York, Oct. 4.—W. W. Tarbell, 
treasurer of the Pure Oil company and 
United States Pipe Line company, took 
the witness stand today in the hearing 
of the government suit to dissolve the 
Standard Oil company and told of the 
troubles of his two coOmpantes .n the 
competition with the o-.- combine, Mr. 
Tarbell said the Standard fought the 
United States pipe line at every step 
to prevent it from reaching the sea- 
board with its pipe line. Mr. Tarbell 
is a brother of Miss Ida Tarbell, who 
has written extensively of the affairs 
of Standard Oil company. 

Wester H. Tilford, treasurer of the 
Standard. was on the witness stand 
when the hearing opened 
Mr. Kellogg questioned him about large 
advances made by the Anglo-American 
company, a subsidary company to 
James McDonald, a director of 
the company. 

“Do you know anything about a loan 
of $2,000,000 made to Mr. McDonald?” 

“Tt do not,’ replied Mr. Tilford. 

‘Didn't that loan represent the pur- 
chase of the Manhattan Oil contpany 
of Ohio?’ asked Mr. Kellogg. 

“I do not know,”’ answered 
witness.

Tried to Stop Independent. 
When the pipe line reached Hancock, 
Pa.,. in 1802, the Erie railiroad ob- 
jected to its passing over their right 
of way, and at Wilkesbarre the Penn- 
syivania and Lackawanna § /ra.iroads 
tried to prevent the pipe line passing 
under their tracks. Mr. Tarbell said 
the National Transit and Tidewater 
pipe line companies had secured the 
privilege of passing under’ railroad 
tracks. Mr. Tarbell sata that while 
the independent pipe line was Deing 
constructed the Standard cut prices 
and the independent’ refineries were 
forced in some instances to sell re- 
fined oil. under the cost of crude oll. 
When the independent pipe line 
reached Marcus Hook, Penna., the wit- 
ness sald, further cuts were made in 
prices by the Standard and three in- 
dependent companies. 
In the early. ninetieths Mr. Tarbell 
testified a trust agreement was en- 
tered into by the stockholders tn the 
pure oil company to prevent interests 
inimical to the company from obtaining 
control. Mr. Tarbell testified that the 
pure oil company laid out districts in 
which to do business so as to “keep 
away from certain railroads which 
were .more to be feared because of 
their discriminations than the Stand- 
ard Oil company.’ These discrimina- 
tions were in favor of the Standard 
Oil company, Mr. Tarbell said.

If the plans of the board of trustees 
of the Georgia School of Technology 
are carried out by the first of Janu- 
ary, 1908, a night school, for the bene- 
fit of the working men, will be put 
in. operation at that Institution. 

At the last meeting the board au- 
horized President Matheson to make 
an investigation’ of the matter, and if 
he deemed it advisable to confer with 
the city council of Atlanta as to the 
financing of the night school. In the 
event the council turns down the re- 
quest for an appropriation, it may be 
probable that the cftizens, who are 
interested in the welfare of the Tech- 
nological school, may come forward 
with enough money’ with which te 
carry out the proposed plan. The dis- 
position of the mattér, as far as the 
council is concerned, will be brought 
up at the next meeting of that body 
on Monday. 

According to Presfdent Matheson, a 
tuition fee of about $5 will be charged. 
The council will be asked to donate 
$2500 by the first of January, whic 


- 


will fully cover all expenses for the 
initial term, ending in June, 1908. 

President Matheson, in speaking of 
the night school, makes the following 
statement: 

“We have a magnificent plant out 
here, which can be just as easily used 
at night as in the day, and our plan 
is to give: the laboring men of this 
city a chance to ger. a technical edu- 
cation.

Especially .is 
this true of the south, which has only 
begun +to touch its natural resources. 

“Already the railroads confess .wiat 
they cannot handle the traffic and the 


|} only relief is in the opening up to nav- 


igation of the many fine rivers, flowing 
from the mountains to the ocean and 
gulf coasts. A canal from the Missis- 
sippi to the Atlantic would prove of im- 
mense value in the transportation prob- 
lem, and would, in connection with the

“The plan seems feasible.to me. There 
is plenty of water in the streams, and 
the cut across from the Etowah to the 
Ocmulgee is but a trifle compared with 
the result to be obtained.

KAVANAUGH’S ADDRESS 


Sets Forth the Aims of the Convention 
and What Is Hoped to Be Ac- 
complished in Deepening 
the Mississippi 
River. 


Memphis, Tenn., October 4,—W. F. 
Kavanaugh, of St. Louis, president of 
the Lakes to the Gulf Waterways As- 
sociation, called the second annual meet- 
ing of that body to order here today. 

Delegates from all sections of the south. 
north ang west were in attendance, and 
several notable addresses were made. 
The slogan, ‘“‘Fourteen feet through the 
valley,” has become popular and every 
speaker went on record for a deep wa- 
ter channel up the big Mississippi_river. 

Among the delegates are governors of 


fourteen states, United States. senators 


and representatives. : 
Today’s sessions were taken up with 
organization ang speeches. Besides the 
address of President .Roosevelt, W. K. 
Kavanaugh, of St. Louis; Lyman E. 
Cooley, of Chicago, and Congressman Jo- 
seph E. Ransdell, of Louisiana, delivered 
speeches. Mr. Ransdell who is president 
of the National Rivers and harbors 
congress, said that the deep channel 
was a necessity, but the only way to get 
it is to build up a wise, generous n‘%- 
tional policy of public improvements, 
which will rapidly develop to their ut- 
most capacity all our waterways on 
the seaboard, on the lakes and in the 
interior. 

President Kavanaugh said in part: 

“Water transportation has always been 
a most valuable. auxiliary to rail, and 
it is now indeed proper that the admin- 
istrative branch of the government 
should give attention to the improve- 
ment of our national resources, for if 
the railroads can barely handle the traf- 
fice of today, what may be expected in 
ten years when this traffic, if not stopped 
in its development, will easily be double 
the traffic of today? Railroads are not 
antagonistic to the development of the 
country’s resources. 


Delay in Moving Commerce. 


“The conditions of great delay in the 
movement O& commerce of the country 
has affected all sections, north, east, 
South and west. We, therefore, do not 
have to point to our motto that river 
regulation is rate regulation, and the 
many economic arguments that could 
be set forth, for the reason that ft ap- 
pears that we have almost reached the 
limit of the railroads’ capacity of today 
and it is fairly evident that the growth 
of the country cannot be taken care of 
by them. A great awakening, there- 
fore, has come to the people of this 
country, and while we formerly re- 
quested assistance of the powers at 
Washington In the development of our 
natural resources and of our {fnland 
waterways, the people now have come 
to demanding in no uncertain terms 
thgt the improvement be made at once, 

“By turning towards the gulf the 
flood of export grain and other bulky 
articles, the lake to the gulf deep 
waterway would relieve eastern ter- 
minals of the oppressive traffic and en- 
able them to handle their shipments 
with reasonable dispatch and economy, 
and another essential point to be con- 
sidered is that every dollar saved in 
the transportation cost is added wealth, 
directly to the people.

STRAUSS TALKS 
TO COTTON MEN 


Points Out the Danger of 
a Too High

Washington, October 4.—The second 
and closing day's session of the Na- 
tional Convention of Cotton Manufac- 
turers today was markec by the pres- 
ence and the delivery of addresses by 
two members of President Roosevelt's 
cabinet. They were Secretary Strauss, 
of the department of commerce and 


labor, and Postmaster General Meyer. |

DIXIE COTTON CROP 


THREE WEEKS LATE 


Sub-Committee of National Executive of South- 
ern Cotton Association Issues Important 
Address to Growers. 


Declaring the eotton crop three 
weeks late and fifteen cents a just and 
reasonable price for the staple, the 
sub-committee of the national execu- 
tive committee of the Southern Cotton 
association has issued the following 
address to growers: 

“To Owners and Producers of Cotton: 
As a committee from the national ex- 


ecutive committee of the 
Cotton association, now in session 
here, being instructed to issue to the 
cotton growers of the south an ad- 
dress setting forth the reasons which 
controlled our organization in fixing 
the minimum price at [5 cents: 

“First, when the Southern Cotton as- 
sociation fixed this price at the Jack- 
son, Miss., meeting thirty days ago, 
it was based upon a probable yield at 
that time of about eleven and one- 
half million bales. 

“The consensus of opinion at that 
meeting was that the crop was three 
late. 

“At this time, we find our figures 
confirmed, and the position we then 


took fortified. 

“Second, the _ statistical position of 
cotton was never stronger than now. 
For the last seven years the world's 
consumption of cotton goods has been 
limited only by the spindle capacity 
of the mills. 

“In the past year there has been in- 
stalled about twelve million new spin- 
dies. The so-called reserve supply 
now on hand, and which presence is 
being used by the gambling element 
to depress prices, is cotton of a low 
grade, and of almost unspinnable 
character. 

“Third, unwarranted reports by some

Probably Minister Wu, when he comes 
here, will help you figure, and I think 
if you get him to tell you all he knows 
the information cannot fail to be val- 
uable, both to you and to other inter- 
ests. 


Trade Finds Its Level. 


“Trade, like water, finds its own level, 
and follows along the highways of 
least resistance. A good trade agent 
will get more business than a general 
at the head of ae great army or an ad- 
miral in command of a great fleet. These 
may be useful to keep the highways 
open, but not to make trade. Good | 
will, good cheap goods and a good' 
knowledge of the market are the three 
requisites for good trade. 

“If you build vour tariff walls too 
high in this country you will encour- 
age high walls on the other side, which 
are Known by the name of “discrimin- 
ating duties.’”

ern Cotton Association Issues Important 
Address to Growers. 


Declaring the eotton = crop three 
weeks late and fifteen cents a just and 
reasonable price for the staple, the 
sub-committee of the national execu- 
tive committee of the Southern Cotton 
association has issued the following 
address to growers: 

“To Owners and Producers of Cotton: 
A6é a committee from the national ex- 


ecutive committee of the 
Cotton association, now in session 
here, being instructed to issue to the 
cotton growers: of the south an ad- 
dress setting forth the reasons which 
controlled our organization in fixing 
the minimum price at 15 cents: 

“First, when the Southern Cotton as- 
sociation fixed this price at the Jack- 
son, Miss., meeting thirty days ago, 
it was based upon a probable yield at 
that time of about eleven and one- 
half million bales. 

“The consensus of opinion at that 
meeting was that the crop was three 
weeks late. 

“At this time, we find our figures 
confirmed, and the position we then 


took fortified. 

“Second, the statistical position of 
cotton was never stronger than now. 
For the last seven years the world’s 
consumption of cotton goods has been 
limited only by the spindle capacity 
of the mills. 

“In the past year there has been in- 
stalled about twelve million new spin- 
dies. The so-called reserve supply 
new on han@, and which presence is 
being used by the gambling element 
to depress prices, is cotton of a low 
and of almost  unspinnable 
character.

2.956 FEET OF LUMBER 
SAWN FROM ONE BIG LOG 


This Monarch of the Forest Was Four 
Feet in Diameter at the Butt. 


Tifton, Ga., October 4,—cSpecial.j)— 
For those who think the best timber 
is gone from this section, there was 
ah object lesson in Tifton this week. 

Last week the H. H. Tift log train 
brought in a monarch of the piné for- 
est, a log 48 inches In @iameter at 
the butt, 3! inches in diameter at the 
top and 66 feet long, being six feet 
shorter but a good deal larger than 
the big log brought in by this train 
last April. 

Superintendent R. E. Hall guiding 
the saw, this big stick was cut into 
lumber as follows: One piece (t6x!I6, 
63 feet long; one 6x!I6, 63 feet long; 
one 4x!4, 63 feet long; one 3 1-2x1I4, 
49 feet long: one 3x6, 43 feet long; 
one 3x4, 50 feet long; one 2x4, 35 feet 
long, and 466 feet of boards. 

All making a total of 2,460 feet of 
bill stiff and 466 feet of boards, or a 
grand total of 2,946 feet of lumber 
from the one log, or nearly 3,000 feet. 

Mr. Hall says this is the largest cut 
he has ever made from one log. S5ix 
years ago, he cut a piece of timber 
which yielded 2,200 feet, 
he has ever come to the figures given 
above.

Greatly. Discouraged, 


They Expressed Themselves as Seeing 
No Hope of Bettermeat Just Néw. 
Stocks Are in Seanty Supply 
and No Encourage- 
ment to Buy. 


New York, October 4.—Dealings in stocks 
were the smallest for any day thus far this 
dearand discouraged commission brokers who 
express smal] hopes of any early betterment 
of this state of things. Public interest seems 
non-existent and the sluggish drift‘of prices 
today represented nothing more than the ten- 
tative maneuvers of small professional traders 
to feel the market. The bears are intimi- 
Gated by some recent unfortunate ventures, 
in which the market supply of stock proved 
scanty and drove them to cover at a loss, 
and there is no encouragement to buy stocks 
for an advance where the demand is stag- 
nant. That stocks are in scanty supply, how- 
ever, Was an observed fact in today’s market. 
There was a slow absorption at some points 
in the market, but it was only on price reces- 
sions that it was manifested. The preliminary 
estimates of the week's currency movement 
offered one conveying motive for the repres- 
sion of speculative activity in the enormous 
drain that is making on New York banks’ 
cash reseurces. But the feature of the move- 
ment is the esfimate made by the banks 
of the heavy movement of balance away from 
New York on the express movement. It 7 
years that $8,500,000 to $4,000,000 has th 
far left New York. The indicated cash loss 
of $4,800,000 to §5,000,000 while the surplus 
item stood last week at §$5,646,575 explains 
the tightening of the week’s money market. 
The interior movement of currency evidently 
is rising to a full tide and is expected to 
continue throught a part of the present 
month. The etock market does not call for 
extended comment. The Southern ratiroad 
stocks were conspicuously weak, although the 
selling was not heavy. Continued poor earn- 
ings reports were held in part to account 
for the movement, but rumors were circulated 
that some plan of financial readjustment of 
the property was pending. Other stocks in the 
Southern railroad group were affected in 
éympathy. There was a sharp rebound in 
the Lendon price of copper and some benefit 
accrued to Copper securities there, but in 
New York the metal was lowered in the 
quotations at the metal exchange once more.

Chicago, October 4.—Liberal resident sales 
caused a weak market in wheat here today 
At the close: December wheat was off ‘se.

At the opening of today’s market much long 
wheat was offered, holders being anxious to 
realize on the sharp bulge of yesterday. 
The offerings were free throughout the day, 
The market was also depressed by a decline 
in the export demand and the failure of the 
Liverpool market to fully respond to yester- 
Gay's advance here. Prices stiffened some- 
what about the middle of the day on the re- 
ports of delayed seeding in Texas an Oklanho- 
ma. A slight revival in export business also 
aided the bulls just prior to the close. Re- 
newed realizing, however, caused a weak close 
to the market. December opened \@% higher 
to %@% lower at $1.00% to §1.01%, declined 
to $1.00% and ciosed at $1.00%. Clearance of 
wheat and flour were equal to 364,700 bush- 
els. Exports for the week, as shown by 
Bradstreet’s, were equal to 4,705,000 bushels. 
Primary receipts were 953,000 bushels, against 
1,842,000 bushels on the same day last gaar. 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago. reported 
receipts of 668 cars, against 687 cars last 
week and 820 cars one year ago. 

The corn market was easy because of the 
weakness of wheat, and favorable weather for 
the new crop. The volume of trade was 
small and the market closed easy. Decem- 
ber opened, a shade to ™% lower at 58%, sold 
off to §$7% and then advanced to 58%. ‘The 
close at 58%.

Typewriting Telegraph System Prom- 
ises to Simplify Problem of 
Sending Messages. 

The Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany has instsalled in its operating 
room two machines, by means of which 
a man may sit down in Atlanta, finger 
a typewriter for a few mrnutes and 
have his message reproduced on the 
paper placed in the typewriter tn the 

New York office 

The machine is known as the Barclay 
Typewriting telegraph system, and the 
inventor is John Barclay, assistant 
general manager of the Western Union. 
Of course the inner workings of the 
instrument are Greek to all but tele- 
graphers and expert machinists, but the 
outer operations are so . Simple that 
any one who knows how to use a type- 
writer would imagine himself an ex- 
pert telegrapher within a few minutes. 
To begin with there are a couple of 
typewriters used—one in sending—one 
in receiving. In the sender a Iong 
narrow tape is placed instead of a 
typewriter ribbon, and on this tape the 
operator writes his message. When he 
has finished his work he takes up his 
tape and runs it through a transmitter. 
When that tape starts on its way 
through the transmitter the typewriter 
begins to work in New York, or what- 
ever other place the message !s going 
to. and the copy on. the. tape Is re- 
produced. The machine paragraphs 
itself. When one message is complete 
all the operator has to do 1!s to feed in 
more paper and the typewriter !s ready 
for the second and third and the fourth 
message, or however many there are 
to -be sent. 

On the same machine one message 
can be sent and another received. It 
requires, of course, the services of two 
people, one to feed the typewriter 
which is receiving a message, the other 
to watch the tape which Is sending 
one. But these workers can very read- 
ily be taught what to do, and do not 
need to be telegraph operators. 

It is said the machine wii be able to 
do the work of. possibly ten men. 
The machine was put in working or- 
der for a short time yesterday, and a 
message received from New York. It 
is not yet quite ready, however, for 
general use, but will be -soon.
